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eighteen hundred and seventy-three, and the other half in the yesr
eighteen hundred and seventy-four, as they may deem best. And
it 13 hereby made the duty of the county auditor of said couaty to
extond such amounts, as the said board may certify, not to exceed
the amount specified in section one of this act, on the assessment
roll of the taxable property of said district; and such tax so levied
shall be collected by the county treasurer, or returned by him as
delinquent, in such manner as is provided by the laws of the state
in relation to taxes levied in towns.

~ Seo. 3. This nct shall take effect and be in force from and after
1ts passage.

CHAPTER CXLVIII.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE SUFERVISORS OF THE TOWN OF THOM-
SON IN CARLTON COUNTY TO ISSUE BONDS FOR THE CONSTRUC-
TION OF A WAGON ROAD TO THE COUNTY LINE.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesola:

Secrron 1. The town supervisors of the town of Thomson, in
Carlton county, are hereby authorized to issue the bonds ot the said
township to the amount of ten thousand dollars for the purpose of con-
structing a wagon road to the boundary line between the counties of
Carlton and Saint Louis.

Sec. 2. The said bonds shall be issued of such denominations as
the town supervisors shall determine, and shall bear interest at a
rate not exceeding twelve per cent. por annum, which said interest
ghall be payable annually, and the principal thereof shall be payable
in ot less than five nor more than ten years from the date of their
issue. :

Skc. 8. Said bonds and any interest coupons that may be attach-
ed thereto shall be signed by the said town supervisors, and u record
shall be kept of all bonds issued under the provisions of this act,
giving the numbers, dates and amounts, to whom issued and when

ayable.
P }SEG. 4. Said town supervisors and the proper authorities of said
town are hereby authorized to negotiate said bonde as in their judg-
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ment shall be best for the interest of said town, and they are hereby
suthorized and directed to cause an annual tax to be levied on the.
taxable property of said township in addition to all other taxes re-
quired by law, sufficient to pay the interest accruing on said bonds,
and the principal of the same as they shall mature, and to apply the
tax so collected to the purposes herein provided and to no other.

Sko. 5. The proposition to issue said bonds shall be submitted
to a vote of the electors of said towuship at the next annual town
meeting. At the-time of giving notice of the next annual town meet-
ing the proper officers shall insert in said notice a paragraph sotting
forth that the question of issuing said bonds will be voted on at said
town meeting. The baliots shall have plainly printed or written or
partly printed and Part]y written on them the following words:
¢ For 1ssue of bonds for road,” or **Against issue of bonds for road,”
and said votes shall be cast at said election in the same manner as
votes cast for town officers, and shall be ¢anvassed by the same offi-
cers, and it upon said canvass it shall appear that a majority of the
electors who have voted on the said question shall have voted for the
issue of said bonds, the issue of said bouds shall be lawful.

Sec. 6. This act sball take effect and be in force from and after
its passage. .

CHAPTER CXLIX.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF CASS AND
CROW WING COUNTIES TO ISSUE BONDS FOR THE PURPOSE OF
AIDING IN BUILDING A BRIDGE ACROSS THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER
AT WEST BRAINRARD.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SecrioN 1. That the county commissioners of Cass and Crow Wing
counties be and they are hereby authorized to issue the bonds of their
respective counties in an amount not exceeding ten thousand dollars
for each county, in such denominations as they shall deterwine,
bearing interest at a rate not exceeding twelve per cent. per annum
and payable at such time or times as they shall determine, interest
payable semi-annually, {or the purpose of aiding in building a bridge
